“Gov. Folk will have to show cause 
before he can remove me from the 
Police Board. I was appoitned for a 
certain specified term of office, and 
I shall refuse to tender my resigna- 
tien at the Governor's request. He 
will have to prefer charges against 
me, and prove those charges, if he 
desires to remove me. I will not re- 
sign under fre.” 

Thus spoke Police Commissioner An- 
drew F. Blong to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today. 

“Beyond what I have seen in ‘he 
newspapers,” he continued, “I know 
nothing of Gov. Folk's reported inten- 
tion of demanding my resignation. I 
see that John B. O'Meara has had u 
talk with tbe Governor in Jefferson 
City, and that he urged that Mr. Han- 

jdm and myself be removed from the 
Board. Well, that’s all right. 

“I suppose John was feeling pretty 
good at having obtained the contract 
for crecting the Supreme Court Build- 
ing in Jefferson City, and that ne 
talked quite big. But I do aoi pro- 
pose to be ousted from the board with- 
out justification. 


Board Is Harmonious. 
“| have not ‘played politics.’ and 
has been no politics in tne ad- 
ministration of police affaire under the 
‘present board. The board has been ¢n- 
_ tively harmonious, and, so fur as |! 
ktiow, iis members have no knowkdge 
of the Governor's reported intention of 
reorganizing the board. Certainiy there 
has been no talk of such matter at any 

of the board mectings. 

“If it be true that Gov. Folk in- 
tends to ask for my resignation I 
place myself on record now by say- 
ing that he will not receive it. I 
shall require of him that he prefer 
charges against me and prove the 
charges.” 

Blong was appointed by Gov. Dockery 
in January, 1903, at the same time that 
Harry B. Hawes was appointed. His 
term is four years and expires, there- 

_ fore, in January, 1907. 

Police Commissioner Richard Hanlon 
was seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today and asked if he would hand in 
his resignation upon request from Gov. 
Folk if, as predicted, the Governor shall 
request it. 

“I will not cross that bridge until I 
come to it.”” replied Mr. Hanlon. “I do 
not care particularly for the office, and 
I shall step down and out whenever 
I feel so disposed. Also, I shall hold 
on until IT am good and ready to quit.

His Story Is That He Was Ex- 
amining Supposedly Unload- 
ed Pistol Found in Rags 
When Shooting Occurred. 


Mrs. Besaie Fisher is dead and Anten 
her husband, who accidentally 
shot her, is raving With grief. Yester- 
day. even though his hopes were nigh 
for her recovery, he cried as he told of 
the accident. It was bad enough to 
think of her suffering at the City Hos- 
pital, but the thought that he had been 
the unwitting cause of her suffering 
was unbearable. 

Ever since he shot her hehad grieved 
becuuse he had added another misfortune 


| to’the matiy which had béen her lot and 


because he had. make such a bungle vf 
his attempt to make her life bright in 
contrast to the-darkness and trouble 
which were hers before he married her. 

Mrs. Fisher died early Saturday 
morning at the City Hospital. When 


*Fisher heard of it his grief was wild 


and untontrollable. But he did not for- 
get his promise to Capt. Johnson of 
the Fourth District, made when the 
Captain released him after the shoot- 
ing, to come in every morning and let 
him know the condition of Mrs. Fisher. 
As soon as his first paroxysm of gricf 
was over he weit straight to the Carr 
Street Station. 


“My Wife Is Dead.” 

“My wife is dead,” was all he could 
say, and there was no need for him to 
say that, for his face told as much. 

Capt. Jolinson gave him a chaif and 
he sat in a corner of the affice and 
cried the morning away. He is held for 
the Coroner, but will not be locked up, 
as Capt. Johnson is convinced that the 
shooting of Mrs. Fisher was entirely 
accidental. 

Fisher is an Austrian Jew. He has 
een in St. Louis 14* years and speaks 
English well enough to be useful po- 
litically, and for several years ne was 
in the employ of the city, first uncer 
one political party and then under an- 


olher.

FRANK HUN TEX. 


Frank Hunter Received Current While Working Among 
Mass of Wires, Clung to Cable and Saved 


Himself—Tells 


Hunter of 19 South Jackson 
street, Belleville, feels little the worse 
today from the effccts of the passage 
through his body of 2000 volts of elec- 
tricity yesterday. Aside from a siight 
nervousness he is in as good health as 
before his remarkable experience. 

Hunter was sent out to repair a dam- 
aged telephone wire, which was one of 
a hundred wires on one set of poles. 
To reach his proper place to work Hunt- 
er walked out on a large cable, holding 
to a “messenger” or ‘‘dead’’ wire Over- 
head. There was an electric light wire 
among the telephone wires, though it 
was not on the same poles. 

Hunter noticed that the insulation was 
worn from the light wire in a number of 
places. He constantly kept this in mind 
and watched closely to keep from touch- 
ing it. 

How it happened, he now says he can- 
not tell, but his left hand came in con- 
tact with the exposed part of the wire 
and 2000 volts of eleoiricity shot through 
his body, the cable on which he was 
standing completing the circuit. 


Lifted and Dropped. 


At the same instant his body was lift- 
ed from the cable, but in another mo- 
ment he dropped but had the presence of 
mind to save himself by grasping the 
cable. 

This is the story of the experience, as 
told by Hunter to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“When I climbed out to repair that 
cable, I was very careful not to come 
in. contact with the exposed electric

light wire. I unknowingly touched it, 
however. When the electricity passed 
through my body it seemed to me there 
was an immense dynamo in my head. 


“My first thought was to yell for 
heip. I thought 1 did, but other work- 
Inen near ine say they heard only a 
faint moan. It was only an instant 
that the electricity was in my body, 
but it seemed to me an age. 

“The current no sooner struck me 
than 1 was lifted off tHe cable, the cir- 
cult was broken and my hand was 
freed. I started to fall. I realized in a 
flash that a fall meant death. 
grasped the cable, and held on until 
help arrived and 1 was taken down. 


Remained Conscious. 

‘How I reinained conscious, I don't 
know, but I knew that 1 was falling. 
It was more than 25 feet to the ground. 
Lots of things can pass through a fle 
low's head in a hurry sometimes, and 
the principal thought which fiashed 
through my brain was to save myself 
from falling. I clutched at the cable 


as my body shot past it among the net- 
work of wires. 

‘i caught it and there I held. It 
seemed an age until asssitance came. 
but it was really a very short time. 
The gang down below, in charge of 
Foreman Bert Ward, quickly came tu 
my rescue. 1 was guided as I worked 
my way to the pole hanging to the ca- 
ble by my hands. 

“Tt is hard for one to describe the 
sensations of this experience. The pas- 

sage of such a heavy voltage through 
one’s body made me feel that the dy- 
namo creating the current was in ‘ny 
hexud and was inaking a million revolu- 
tions a minute. 

“Really all I have to remind me of 
the experience through which I passed 
is a small Dilister on the palm of my 
left hand and another on my right 
arm.

A large part of the argument is de- 
voted to a discussion of the Japanese 
demand for the limitation of Russian 
naval force in the Far East. 

WI. Witte is of the opinion that Japan 
is not serious in this demand but tt was 
put in the peace terms as something on 
which a concession could be made— 
something for the Japanese to trade on. 
His argument is that it will be entirely 
unnecessary to concede inasmuch as 
Japan will be far stronger than Russia, 
in a naval way, for many years to come, 

M. Witte said today to a friend that 

he hoped to be back in Russia soon. 
“T cannot specify just which are and 
which are not satisfactory. I can say 
on that point that those conditions 
which are compatible with the honor 
and dignity of Russia will be accepted, 
with certain restrictions, and that those 
which are incompatible with our honor 
will be rejected,” said M. Witte to this 
friend. 

This man Sergius Witte, the pleni- 
potentiary from Russia is here with as 
full powers as were ever granted an 
ambassador on such a mission. His 
word will be law. Before he left Rus- 
sia that was understood. He came here 
to make peace. Unless there is a finan- 
cial or an international situation that 
demands a change from the program 
he has in mind he will make peace. 

Witte by the system of foreign loans 
he negotiated holds Russian credit in 
the palm of his hand. That is the 
reason his first telecram after receiving 

he peace terms from the Japanese was 
to the Rothschilds in Paris and his sec- 
ond to a banking house in Antwerp. 
He provides the money for the aris- 
tocracy of Russia; he pays the pensions 
to the mobility. 

Without Witte Russia would have no 
credit. With him the ruling class in 
Russia get what they all demand— 
money. 

He knows that Russia can get all the 
money she needs—and Russia need: 


for war. 
The rulers of Russia, whom he sup- 


plied with money, know this also, and 
they have told him to make peace if 
he can make it reasonable. He thinks 
he can make it. He said so to a man 
who represents great financial inter- 


ests.

partment has prevented the breeding of 
millions of the pests. 

Mr. Francis considers that the most 
importan'’ results in the destruc- 
tion of mosquito life were secure 
at De Baliviere avenue and Kings- 
bury boulevard.

Big Battleship Is Launched, 
sui Gov, ’s Daugh- 
ter as Sponsor. 


SISTER SHIP OF VERMONT 


Is 450 Feet Over All, Heavily 
Armored and Carries Four 
_ 12-Inch Guns. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 12.—The bat- 
tleship Kansas, the largest war vessel 
ever bullt in the East, was launched at 
12:47 p. m. today at the yard of the 
New York Shipbuilding Co. in Camden, 
N. J. The launching was witnessed by 
Gov. Hoch of Kansas, whose daughter, 
Miss Anna Hoch, acted as sponsor tor 
the ship. Along with the Governor was 
a christening party of 3 Kansans. 

An unusual feature of the launching 
was the fact that the vessel was chris- 
tened with spring water from John 
Brown's Spring, Camden County, Kan., 
instead of the customary bottle of 
champagne. This was the first time that 
water instead of wine has been used 
in launching a vessel in this vicinity. 

Gov. Hoch of, Kansas made the sug- 
gestion and he made the announcement 
after the launching that the christening 
bottle contained only water. 

The Kansas is a sister‘ship of the Ver- 
mont, now being built at the yards of 
the Fore River Ship and Engine Build- 
ing Co., Quincy, Mass. She will have 
the same armament as the battleship 
Minnesota, launched several months ago 
at Newport News. - 

The keel plates of the Kansas were 
laid Feb. 10, 184. She is known ag a 
4%-foot hattleship and her contract calls 
for a maintenance of 18 knots speed 
for four consecutive hours.

The new City Hospital is a great gain, but St. 
Louis is still growing rapidly, with other public in- 
stitutions which belong to its now remote past. 

The public park system, for instance, does more 
than anything else to relieve the strain on the City 
Hospital, if not on the Insane Asylum and the Poor- 
house. Yet it was barely adequate in 1885, and 
during the 20 years since then it has scarcely in- 
creased its acreage at all, while the city has almost 
doubled its population.

The Chicago Inter-Ocean says that the jimson 
weed is Missouri’s State flower. The editor of that 
paper should consult the World Almanac, from 
which he would learn that the goldenrod, not the 
jimson or any other weed, is Missouri’s adopted 
flower. 

The jimson or Jamestown weed (stramonium) 
is a true weed, because it is rank, vile smelling and 
Like a tramp, it delights fo

pools and hiding all kinds of refuse. Although it 
has a use in the drug list, as a remedy for asthma, 
it also has-a bad reputation for poisoning children, 
who eat its absendant seeds in the fall. 

St. Louis, which is now engaged in cutting down 
all weeds, will not spare the jimson. But the 
goldenrod may escape, because it is rarely found 
within city limits, preferring the wholesome coun- 
try fields, where it flourishes best on high, well 
drained land. Its status has not yet been passed 
upon by the Supreme Court, but it is of so harmless 
a character that it will scarcely be condemned. Its 
feathery blossoms and delicate leaves permit the 
breezes to play freely, and it never hides ugly, 
malarious pools. St. Louis is not making war on 
innocent and beautiful plants, but on the outcasts 
of the vegetable kingdom, whose room will be prefer- 
able to their company.

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WHAT IS KNOWN ABOUT WEEDS 
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Written for the Post-Dispatch. 

“WEDD” ts a plant of some kind 
A in the wrong place. About a fvurtin 
in St. 


wrong place. Ninety-nine in every hun- 
dred of their number, however, are 
merely natural fertilizers in their wrong 
place. 

The worst of them do not bloom, te 
cause it is now their established life 
habit to grow so rankly to leaf and 
stalk on even the poorest soil that they 
have no time to make conspicuous 
bloom during their season. They have 
set up the habit of growing chiefly from 
air and moisture into leaf and stalk and 
their bloom is generally too small to be 
seen by a close observer, who must 
look at it under a glass in order to 
be able to realize that it is actually a 
flower. 


When they are not too close to a 
dwelling, all kinds of weeds, and es- 
pecially the worst or rapidly growing 
ones, may be highly useful because they 
make rich vegetable mold by their de- 
cay. 

Where city lots do not need to be re- 
stored to fertility, the weeds which 
cover them are not only useless, but 
dangerous, because they make malaria 
as well as mold. One result is part of 
the other. 

The rapidly growing weed soon covers 
the soll around It so that the direct 
rays of the sun cannot penetrate it to 
dry out and “disinfect” the top soil or 
mold. The early crop of low-growing 
weeds decays in the shade of the late 
summer crop of more rapid growers. As 
soon as the decay begins in midsum- 
mer under the moist shade of taller 
weeds, the very minute vegetable germs 
of malaria begin to develop. The worst 
danger of the “dog days.”" 

When there is a heavy dew, the sun

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as it evaporates it carries the germs 
of fever into the air with it. 

The most dangerous time usually to 
walk among weeds or wherever \egeta- 
tion of any kind is very rank ili mid- 
Summer and early autumn, is in the 
early morning while the dew is evap- 
Orating. There is the same danger 
when the sun is shining hot after a 
rain and the reason is the same. 

Another danger period is in very dry 
weather, afier germs have been devel- 
oped in wet weather preceding it. They 
are not killed by an ordinary drouth, 
and the wind, when it is strong cnough 
to blow the dust, blows them with it 
and distributes them in the systems of 
all who inhale dust. 


A third means of their distribution 
is the mosquito, which ts hatched un- 
der the same conditions, which mulil- 
ply germs. 


It is a mistake to suppose that mos- 
quitoes can breed only in ponds or pools 
of water easily visible. There is vften 
moisture enough under the shade of a 
score of large weeds on a square yard 
of waste ground to breed a large swarm 
of mosquitoes. Just before su set 
those woo watch long enough may often 
see such swarms rising and poised for 
a few moments, whirling round and 
round over the top of a weed before 
they scatter to distribute their bites to 
an indefinite number of people who may 
have read the latest microscopical in- 
formation that each mosquito which 
bites them may be infecting them with 
fever germs. 

Of course, rank vegetation of any 
kina c.ose to a dwelling is likely to have 
the same effects as u rank growth of 
weeds, but this does not change the 
fact that a rank crop of weeds is vege- 
tation out of place when it is part of 
a city landscape.

A Good Historical Novel. 

In “The Missourian,” a strong and 
clever novel by Eugene P. Lyle Jr., 
(Doubleday, Page & Co., New York) 
the author has chosen a red-blooded and 
picturesque histortcal theme which has 
long cried aloud for proper handling by 
a competent story-teller. This is the 
colorful episode of the ride into Mexico 
by Shelby’s men at the close of the 
Civil War to offer their services to Max!i- 
milian as soldiers of fortune. 

Mr. Lyle makes a certain John Din- 
widdie Driscoll, Missourian, known 4s 
the “Storm Center’ because of his love 
of fighting, the hero of his tale and 
colonel of the ‘Missouri Brigade” 
which, instead of fighting for Maxi- 
milian, fought against that jll-starred 
Austrian in behalf of Jaurez and the 
Mexican Republic. His heroine is one 
Mademoiselle Jacqueline, 4 mysterious 
young woman, an agent of Napoleon 
III and vainly loved by Maximilian him- 
self. This is a piquantly contrasted cou- 
ple, and their spirited romance is one 
of the most absorbing encountered in 
recent fiction. As to how it ends—well, 
after a whole lot of fighting and in- 
trigue the culmination comes in a way 
that will be al] the more keenly relished 
by the reader for not being told of it in 
advance. 

The author of “The Missourian” pos- 
sesses the gifts most valuable to a nov- 
elist, those of plot construction, charac- 
ter drawing and action making. He 
seems, too, to have added to these a 
capacity for honest work in fantiliariz- 
ing himself with the times, the people 
and the setting of his story. He not 
only knows his Missourians of the “un- 
surrendered brigade’’—this was to have 
been expected—but he knows his Mexi- 
cans and Frenchmen and Austrians
